Order  No.  58  (1947). 


Order  establishing  a  Minimum  Wage  in  the 
Carpentry  Trade. 

IfTlhe  Board  of  Industrial  Relations  hereby 
orders : — 

1.  That  where  used  in  this  Order  the  expres¬ 
sion  “  carpentry  trade  ”  means  and  includes  all 
work  usually  done  by  carpenters  in  connection 
with  the  construction  and  erection  of  any  new 
building  or  structure,  or  part  thereof,  and  the 
remodelling,  alteration,  or  repairing  of  any 
existing  building  or  structure,  or  part  thereof. 

2.  That  this  Order  shall  apply  to  every  em¬ 
ployer  and  to  every  employee  in  the  carpentry 
trade,  except  those  covered  by  section  5  hereof. 

3.  That,  except  as  provided  in  section  4  of 
this  Order,  the  minimum  wage  for  every  em¬ 
ployee  in  the  carpentry  trade  shall  be  ninety 
cents  (90<t.)  per  hour. 

4.  Employees  classified  under  section  6  of 
the  “  Male  Minimum  Wage  Act,”  for  whose 
employment  permits  in  writing  have  been 
issued  by  the  Board,  shall  be  paid  the  wage  or 
rate  of  pay  prescribed  in  the  permit. 

5.  That  this  Order  shall  not  apply  to: — 

(a.)  Employees  in  the  carpentry  trade  who 
are  permanently  employed  at  mainte¬ 
nance-work  in  industrial  and  (or) 
manufacturing  establishments,  public 
and  private  buildings : 

(b.)  Employees  covered  by  another  Order  of 
the  Board  specifically  defining  their 
work. 

6.  Employees  covered  by  this  Order  shall  be 
paid  not  less  than  time  and  one-half  their 
regular  rate  of  pay  for  all  hours  worked  in 
excess  of  8  in  the  day  or  44  in  the  week.  Per¬ 
mits  shall  be  obtained  from  the  Board  to  work 
such  overtime.  This  clause  with  respect  to 
overtime  shall  not  apply  to: — 

(i.)  Persons  holding  positions  of  supervision 
or  management  as  defined  in  section  4 
of  the  “  Hours  of  Work  Act  ”: 

(ii.)  Employees  working  under  an  arrange¬ 
ment  with  respect  to  hours  of  work 
established  pursuant  to  the  provisions 
of  section  5  or  11  of  the  “  Hours  of 
Work  Act  ”  until  the  employee  has  com¬ 
pleted  the  hours  so  established. 

7.  That  every  employer  shall,  at  least  as 
often  as  semi-monthly,  pay  to  his  employees  all 
wages  and  salary  due  to  them  up  to  a  day  not 
more  than  8  days  prior  to  the  date  of  payment. 

8.  That  every  employer  shall  post  and  keep 
posted  in  a  conspicuous  place  in  his  establish¬ 
ment,  so  that  all  employees  affected  thereby 
have  ready  access  to  and  see  the  same: — 

(a.)  A  copy  of  this  Order: 


( b .)  A  schedule  setting  out  the  daily  shifts 
and  intervals  free  from  duty  of  each  of 
his  employees. 

9.  (1.)  That  every  employer  shall  keep  in 
his  establishment  a  true  and  correct  record  in 
the  English  language  of  the  wages  paid  to  and 
the  hours  worked  each  day  by  each  of  his  em¬ 
ployees,  together  with  a  register  in  the  English 
language  of  the  names,  ages,  nationalities,  and 
residential  addresses  of  his  employees. 

(2.)  That  every  employer  shall,  on  demand 
of  the  Board  or  any  person  authorized  in  writ¬ 
ing  by  the  Board  or  by  the  Chairman  of  the 
Board,  produce  for  inspection  all  records  kept 
by  him  relating  to  the  wages,  hours  of  labour, 
or  conditions  of  labour  and  employment  of  any 
or  all  of  his  employees. 

10.  That  this  Order,  made  by  the  Board  at 
Victoria,  B.C.,  on  the  29th  day  of  July,  1947, 
and  published  in  The  British  Columbia  Gazette 
on  the  31st  day  of  July,  1947,  shall  take  effect 
on  the  4th  day  of  August,  1947.

who  made  the  inspection. 

“  6.254  Order  to  cease  operating  Vehicle. 

“  If,  in  the  opinion  of  an  Inspector  of  Motor 
Carriers,  the  condition  of  any  licensed  vehicle 
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is  such  that  its  continued  operation  in  such 
condition  would  endanger  the  public  safety,  the 
Inspector  of  Motor  Carriers  may  make  an 
order  that  the  vehicle  is  not  to  be  operated. 
The  Inspector  shall  deliver  a  copy  of  such 
order  to  the  licensee  or  the  person  in  charge  of 
the  vehicle,  and  thereafter  no  person  shall 
operate  the  said  vehicle  until  permission  to 
operate  it  is  given  in  writing  by  the  Inspector 
or  the  Commission;  provided  that  the  vehicle 
may,  with  the  permission  of  the  Inspector,  be 
moved  under  its  own  power  from  the  place  of 
inspection  to  a  garage  or  storage-place.”
